tight senate-house deadlock over 
repeal of the undistributed profits 
tax broke today with a decision by

The conference group, compos­ 
ed of representatives of the two 
chambers, 
agreed 
on a scale of 
corporation 
income 
tax 
rates 
ranging from 16% to 19 per cent, 
depending upon the 
amount 
of 
profits a corporation distributes 
to its shareholders. 
The house had approved a 16 to 
20 per cent undistributed profits 
tax range. 
The senate had voted 
to discard such levies 
and «ub- 
stltute a flats rate of 18 per cent 
Dn corporation income. 
Small Business Exempted 
Under both the house and sen­ 
ate bills, special 
treatment 
was 
•provided for corporations with in­ 
come of $26,000 and 
less. 
The 
conference committee voted today 
to accept house provisions exempt­ 
ing such corporations 
from 
the 
profits levy, and imposing instead 
rates 
ranging 
from 12% to 16 
per 
cent, 
depending 
upon 
the 
amount of income. 
The hot fight over the undis­ 
tributed profits levy had arrayed 
business 
spokesmen 
against 
it 
and had drawn a statement from 
President 
Roosevelt 
endorsing 
the levy. 
The agreement today provided 
that the compromise bill should 
continue only through 1938 and 
1939, and opponents of the prof­ 
its levy contended that some sub­ 
stitute tax would be enacted by 
tbfc end v t 
Experts Ejected 
Chairman Harrison (D-Mlss) of 
the 
senate 
finance 
committee, 
leader of the drive for complete 
repeal of the levy, asserted that 
best that could be effected." 
Until 
today, 
the 
conference 
committee had refused 
even 
to 
discuss compromise proposals. 
The ice was broken after the 
committee ejected from its session 
treasury and congressional tax ex­ 
perts. None would say, however, 
whether the house or the senate 
group offered the first compromise 
proposal. 
House members, it was learned, 
refused even to discuss complete 
repeal of the undistributed prof­ 
its levy.

tended that this tax was neces­ 
sary to prevent corporations from 
dodging taxes through the accum­ 
ulation of surpluses. Business in­ 
terests have argued that it pre­ 
vented the creation of reserves to 
tide corporations over hard times, 
penalised prudence and disturb­ 
ed confluence.

SPANISH REBELS 
TRAP LOYALISTS 


Government Troops Cut 
Off From Comrades 
Sutrender * 


Hendaye, France (At The Span­ 
ish Frontier), 
April 
22. 
(IP)— 
Spanish government troops separ­ 
ated from their comrades by the 
insurgent drive to the Mediter­ 
ranean surrendered today to Gen­ 
eralissimo 
Francisco 
Franco’s 
forces on sea and land. 
More than a score of fishing 
boats bearing fugitive militiamen 
and officers seeking to reach cen­ 
tral Spain from Catalonia 
were 
trapped off the coast south of Tor- 
tosa by an insurgent fleet headed 
by the cruiser Canarias. 
A few attempted to escape and 
were sunk by shellfire; the fngi- 
tlves and crews aboard the rest 
were removed and the less ser­ 
viceable craft sent to the bottom 
while a few were taken to Vinar- 
oz. 
insurgent 
dispatches 
gave no 
estimate of the number of militia­ 
men 
captured 
but 
government 
quarters said there 
must 
have 
been "only a few hundred" 
men 
who belonged to Gen. Jose Miaja’s 
central Spanish forces. 
(Insurgents in Zaragoza report­ 
ed Miaja, civil and military chief 
for all government spain except 
Catalonia, himself narrowly escap­ 
ed capture in their recent march 
to the Mediterranean.)

Three Lose Lives 


in Farmhouse Fire 


Near Leslie, Mich. 


Jackson, Mich., April 22. (IP)— 
A fire in a tar-paper farm dwell­ 
ing four miles west of Leslie took 
the lives of three members of a 
family today and left a fourth in 
a critical condition in a Jackson 
hospital. 
The 
victims were John Carr, 
47, a farmer; his wife, Frances. 
44, and their daughter, Eleanor, 
8. Another child, Bertha, 3, 
was 
critically burned. 
Carr had arisen and was light­ 
ing a kerosene stove when a near­ 
by five-gallon can of the fuel ex­ 
ploded. The whole interior of the 
house burst into flames almost in­ 
stantly. 
Cut off from the door, the farm­ 
er broke a hole in 
a 
wall 
and 
dragged his wife and both daugh­ 
ters outside, 
but not before all 
had been burned. 
Eleanor was the first to die, 
several hours later, aud then Carr 
and Mrs. Carr succumbed. Mercy 
hospital attendants 
said 
Bertha 
might not recover.

Detroit, April 22 {IP)'—Governor 
Murphy penned a reply today to 
critics of President Roosevelt’s re­ 
covery program, which he termed 
"America’s first need today." 
The federal government’s course 
in the face of a "grim emergency,” 
Murphy said in a radio address pre­ 
pared for delivery at 7:45 p. rn. 
(WXYZ aud NBC network), must 
be action—“not piecemeal or grad­ 
ual action but collective, united and 
immediate action." 
“Woe betide a people that fails 
to profit by its own experience," 
he warned. "In 1933 we saw what 
may happen to a nation where gov­ 
ernment falls to provide in time 
the remedies needed to counteract 
a serious decline in business. 
Gives Roosevelt Credit 
"For three long and hitter years 
under the Hoover administration 
the American people witnessed the 
futility of timid 
measures 
half­ 
heartedly applied by a government 
that was unwilling to acknowledge 
its responsibility for. local relief or 
to adopt a vigorous program of pub­ 
lic works and government spend­ 
ing. 
"We remember that the decline 
gradually deepened Into chaos, and 
that recovery did not come until 
those great agencies of government 
created and energized by President 
Roosevelt provided, employment for 
millions of idle men and supplied 
the public with needed purchasing 
power, 
"If some of these remedies had 
been applied earlier, we might have 
been spared a large part of the 
eventual cost and much 
of 
the 
widespread distress from 1930 to 
1983. 
In any sense, we should not 
hesitate to repeat those measures 
today that were effective before." 
Hits at Vandenberg 
Murphy took direct issue with 
Senator 
Arthur 
H. 
Vandenberg. 
Republican, to whom he attributed 
the remarks that the president’s 
program 
constituted 
"pump-prim­ 
ing" and that "pump-priming’’ as a 
road to recovery had led nowhere 
between 1933 and 1938. 
"For my part," the* governor as­ 
serted. "it is not important what 
name is given to the program. 
I 
leave that to the pundits. The im­ 
portant thing is to remember what 
was accomplished between 1933 and 
1938 by similar action. 
"In March, 1933, the country was 
prostrate. 
Under the stimulus of 
liberal government spending, busi­ 
ness began to recover. 
Since the 
sprint of 1937, other events and cir­ 
cumstances which the senator found 
it convenient to ignore have inter­ 
vened to bring about a new decline 
in business. 
Whatever the cause, 
it was not the spending or alleged 
pump-priming of the recovery years 
from 1933 to 1937. 
"When a patient after virtual re­ 
covery suffers a new relapse, we 
do not blame the medicine that 
restored him to health. 
We apply 
it again, modifying the dosage to 
the new condition." 
Murphy advised congress, " r o far 
as it can wisely do so," also to 
remove "unnecessary handicaps to 
business." 
"In a system of private enter­ 
prise" he said, "both the worker 
and the investor require reasonable 
freedom for business and security 
for Investments. 
Constructive leg­ 
islation designed to encourage busi­ 
ness should accompany 
the 
pro­ 
gram of recovery, and a sound fis­ 
cal position should be maintained 
at all times. 
"The taxpayer’s pocketbook, which 
the senator sought to dramatise, 
must be protected from extrava­ 
gant and useless outlays. 
But in 
the long run the taxpayer's bocket- 
book and his investment portfolio, 
his bank account and his income, 
his peace of mind and his essential 
security will suffer less by check­ 
ing the current decline In business 
and 
employment 
and 
property 
values with a substantial outlay 
for public works and credit facili­ 
ties than by letting the decline con­ 
tinue. 
"Having found an effective rem­ 
edy for business anemia, let us 
use it before it is too late."

Shanghai, 
April 
23— (Satur­ 
day) (ZP)— Heavy Japanese rein­ 
forcements were rushed down the 
Ttentsln-Pukow railway today 
in 
th e second stage of the new Shan­ 
tung offensive already launched 
at Lini, 70 miles to the east. 
The fresh troops, accompanied 
by tanks and artillery, arrived at 
Tenghsten, OO 
miles 
north 
of 
Suehow, and 
started 
working 
their way southward 
and 
east­ 
ward to join exhausted Japanese 
forces 
around 
Lincheng 
and 
Tsaochwang. 
The Japanese strategy appar­ 
ently is to make a drive down the 
railway while 
their reorganized 
forces strung out along a 30-mile 
front south and southwest of Lini 
attempt to break the strong Chi­ 
nese defenses in thaf sector. 
It was estimated that 200,000 
of the half million Chinese troops 
In Shantung province 
were

trenched in the hills on the Lini

The Japanese now are proceed­ 
ing cautiously along the unwieldy 
front to avoid a repetition of ham­ 
pered communications which led 
to their recent reverses in south­ 
ern Shantung.

able Irish tenants to buy land.

OFFICIALS FEAR

Grundy, Va., April 22. (/P> 
—Nine bodies were reported 
to have been recovered to­ 
night from the explosion- 
wrecked Red Jacket Coal com­ 
pany’s pit eight miles east of 
Grundy, with at least 50 oth­ 
ers believed trapped in the 
mine. 
J. W. Thomas, assistant 
trainmaster for the Norfolk 
and Western railroad, report­ 
ed he was informed the bodies 
of seven men 
were 
found 
heaped together not far inside 
the mine. 
Two others who 
were working close to the out> 
side, were killed as the blast 
overturned an eight-ton mine mo­ 
tor and decapitated them. 
Five rescue crews were at work 
by midnight. Thomas said they 
reported intense heat at the spot 
where the bodies 
were located 
and believed a fierce fire was rag­ 
ing farther back. 
An official of the Weller yard 
of the Norfolk and Western rail­ 
way said he was informed 
the 
bodies, including those of three 
killed outside the mine by the ter­ 
rific explosion, had been found. 
Heads Cut Off 
The official added that he was 
informed by telephone from tbs 
mine, located on isolated 
Keen 
mountain, that "at least 50 other 
miners were trapped and feared

LUECKE FAVORS 
STRAITS SPAN 


New Campaign For Huge 
Bridge Has Begun 
At Capital 


BY P A U L M A Y 
Washington, D. C — Rorosontatlve 
John Luecke affirmed today a re­ 
port current In Washington yester­ 
day that renewed efforts to secure 
for Michigan a $80,000,000 bridge 
from Mackinaw City to 8t. Ignace 
under a revival of the Public 
Works program have already start­ 
ed. 
Mr. Luecke told this correspond­ 
ent that he would do everything 
within his power to push the pro­ 
posed project into the approved 
lists, and pointed to the visit to 
Washington last week of Governor 
Frank Murphy as 
significant 
in 
connection with the bridge project. 
First steps, Mr. Luecke said, will 
be taken by the state highway com­ 
mission immediately upon approval 
by congress of the PWA provisions 
of the relief bill. A survey by the 
highway department of the straits 
and plans for the bridge will be 
drawn up for transmission to Wash­ 
ington with the bid for government 
funds. 
Gives Five Reasons 
Mr. Luecke named five reasons 
which he said adequately justify 
b governmental consideration of the 
"project 
First, traffic across the 
straits increased 30 per cent last 
year, and further increases of 75 
per cent are looked for within the 
next three years. The bridge would 
unite a state which is handicapped 
by a tremendous water division at 
this time. 
Second, a substantial 
portion of the cost of the project 
would be saved in terry operation 
costs alone. Increasing traffic, Mr. 
Luecke said, will 
necessitate an 
early investment, of 
more 
than 
$6,000,000 for new1 boats which will 
be In efficient operation only part 
of each year and over a span of 
only a few years as compared to 
the life of a bridge. 
Third, the 
project will do much to relieve the 
permanent unemployment problem 
in the region which is 
the out­ 
growth of reduced lumber and min­ 
ing industries, Fourth, railway fa­ 
cilities over the Span would save 
150 miles oh freight hauls from 
Duluth to the southegft. Five, the 
increase in tourist business would 
be a boon to condition^ throughout 
the entire state. 
Mr. Luecke esti­ 
mated that 20.000,000 persons are 
within 600 miles of the straits, and 
that tourist trade from those mil­ 
lions would increase IOO per cent. 
Bays Bridge Feasible 
The entire state should Uke an 
active part in the promotion pf the 
project, according to its sponsors 
in Washington, 
It is cited as a 
means of increasing revenue from 
the tourist trade in the lower pen­ 
insula. 
Congressman Luecke said that 
the engineers who 
planned 
the 
Golden Gate span at Ban Francisco 
had visited the stralU and said that 
a bridge across the 
water from 
Mackinaw City to Bt. Ignace is an 
engineering possibility. 
Meantime, opposition to the proj­ 
ect continued to got IU ducks in 
a row for the fight 
within 
the 
Michigan delegation which is ex­ 
pected to follow passage of a re­ 
lief bill and application for the 
project. 
Congressman 
Carl 
Mapes, 
of 
Grand Rapids, who has taken a 
stand against the project, reiter­ 
ated his position this morning, de 
daring that the project would not 
be Justified under the administra­ 
tion’s own setup for PWA expen­ 
ditures. He denied that there is a 
local unemployment situation which 
would justify a $30,000,006 expendi­ 
ture for the project.

Large Territory Added 
To Delta-Alger REA 


Developments In rural electrifi­ 
cation for the Upper Peninsula took 
a surprise turn in Menominee coun­ 
ty yesterday with the announce­ 
ment of plans for the organisation 
of a farm cooperative unit, under 
the RBA, to provide s e r v i c e 
throughout a territory embracing 
nine townships in the southern half 
of the county. 
The extension, as 
proposed, gives promise of a con­ 
struction project this year, involv­ 
ing federal financing up to a pos 
Bible $250,000. 
This statement was issued Friday 
morning by Winfield H. Caslow, 
special deputy and investigator for 
the Michigan public utilities com 
mission, who is in charge of the 
Upper Peninsula rural electrifica­ 
tion extension, with headquarters 
In Iron Mountain. Caslow has been 
engaged 
in 
organization 
w o r k 
throughout the Upper Peninsula for 
the past two months, having con­ 
centrated on the Menominee coun­ 
ty territory only recently. 
The unexpected development oc­ 
curred as a result of difficulties 
encountered in the 
execution of 
original plans for extension of rural 
service in the Menominee area, as 
explained by the commission repre­ 
sentative. The territory is divided 
almost equally between two private 
utility operators, with the Wiscon- 
sin-Michlgan Power company aero 
ing approximately six townships in 
the north half of the county. 
Many Appreve Plan 
Farmers seeking service in the 
northern territory are agreeable to 
the Wisconsin-Michlgan company’s 
plan, with the result that contracts 
have already been drawn to assure 
Falthorn township of practically 
complete electrification. 
O t h e r 
groups are active in Spalding, Gout- 
ley and neighboring localities, in­ 
tent upon securing similar exten­ 
sions throughout the northern Me­ 
nominee district. 
Farmers in the southern terri­ 
tory, on the contrary, have not re­ 
sponded favorably to the plan ap­ 
plying In that region. 
Unsatisfac­ 
tory conditions of contract made 
progress difficult along the lines as 
originally planned. 
In the face of this situation, Cas­ 
low, with the approval of super­ 
visors and township leaders in the 
southern area, opened negotiations 
with the Alger-Delta Cooperative 
Electric association, proposing an 
extension of this REA unit to in­ 
clude approximately nine townships 
in south Menominee county. 
Survey and data were submitted 
to directors and officials 
of the 
Alger-Delta organization for study. 
At the close of a Joint conference 
between officials of tho cooperative 
and township leaders from the Me- 
nominee district, Wednesday Wve 
nlng, a resolution was passed, plac­ 


ing the stamp of approval upon the 
proposal. 
To Have Meetlnge 
Members of th© Alger-Delta co­ 
operative will be called into meet­ 
ings next week to formally ratify 
the action of the directors. 
The 
first cf these will be held in Rock 
on Wednesday evening; Perkins on 
Friday evening, and In Trenary on 
Saturday evening. 
Meanwhile, a general mass meet­ 
ing of all farmers seeking electric 
service in th© Menominee territory 
will be held on Monday evening at 
the 'Stephenson Music Kail, at 8 
o’clock. 
Strenuous efforts are be­ 
ing made to hold a capacity affair, 
at which tim© Caslow will explain 
the entire proposition and outline 
the plaji of organization. 
“The* people of southern Menomi­ 
nee county are going to have to act 
quickly, in order to secure their 
electric service this year,” Caslow 
stated Friday. "Their opportunity 
has unexpectedly arrived, and if 
they respond to call Monday night, 
they can be sure that electrification 
can be made an easy certainty. I 
estimate that with proper coopera 
tion, this region can realise up to 
90 per cent electrification through 
the cooperative plan.” 
As an indication of genuine prog­ 
ress in Upper Peninsula electrifi­ 
cation, Caslow reports that already 
more than 450 farm homes have 
been contracted for service in 
Houghton and Baraga counties, in 
conjunction with the Ontonagon co­ 
operative, since March I. 
Within 
the past month, projects have been 
qualified, and construction orders 
issued upon the Wlsconsin-Michi- 
tan Power company for 13 miles 
In Iron county, and 26 miles in 
Dickinson.

Other projects now in process of 
qualification in Wisconsin-Michlgan 
territory, which are practically as­ 
sured of completion, include esti­

The Berle brilliance is the kind

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38 Years After : Casey Jones Honored

Cayce, Ky.—The world’s most 
famous 
railroad 
engineer Is to 
have something more permanent 
than a song as a monument to his 
courageous life. 
The banquet and celebration 
that this 
Kentucky 
crossroads 
town threw the other night start­ 
ed the ball rolling for a memorial 
to Casey Jones, the brave man 
who died trying to get through on 
time just 38 years ago come this 
April 29. 
Cayce’s citizenry plans to set up 
a monument on the highway near 
town to remind tourists that this 
was the place of Casey’s birth. 
The monument fund got a good 
start at the banquet, with more 
than $400 being raised. 
Cayce is mighty proud of being 
the brave engineer’s hometown, 
and 
prouder 
still that it gave 
Casey 
his 
nickname. 
The real 
name was John Luther Jones— 
but his pals changed it when they 
found out he hailed from this 
hamlet. 
Present at the banquet the oth­ 
er night was Casey Jones’ widow. 
Also there was Sid Law, now engi­ 
neer and safety director for the 
Illinois Central railroad, who was 
the fireman on Casey’s regular 
run. On hand, too, was a slim old 
Negro who walked with a limp. 
He is Sim Webb, who fired for 
Casey the night of the wreck and 
who heeded Casey's wise advice 
to jump. 
Recall Famous Wreck 
Many of the people at the ban­ 
quet here remembered the fam­ 
ous wreck and Casey the man. 
They recalled that this Casey was 
no ordinary engineer. 
He 
was 
handsome. 
He was big— 6 feet 4 
and hitting 200 pounds. And when 
he got in that cab, a train would 
perform some very extraordinary 
feats Indeed. 
Just about everyone on the Illi­ 
nois Central run from Jackson, 
Tenn., 
to 
W ater Valley, Mtss., 
knew 
Casey—or 
at least they 
knew his whistle. 
Mrs. Casey told at the banquet 
how the first thing 
Casey 
did 
when he got his engineer’s Job in 
1890 was to develop his own very 
special whistle. 
A 
long, 
low, 
mournful whistle it was. and ivhen 
people heard it they’d say, “There 
goes Casey.’’ Furthermore, “All 
the switchmen knew by the en­ 
gine's moans that the man at the 
throttle was Casey Jones.” • 
Casey got a lot out of his en­ 
gine, and the record runs he did­ 
n’t make weren’t 
worth 
going 
after. 
But if there was one thing 
riled Casey it was to be late on a 
run. That was what tinlshed him. 
For rn Frieml 
Along in April of 1900, Just IO 
years that he’d been engineering, 
Casey made an extra run. 
An 
engineer friend of his got sick, 
and Casey said he'd take the trip, 
although, aa Sid Law recalled, he 
had had no rest. 
Casey pulled “Old 638” out of 
Memphis at l l o’clock that night 
— fully an hour and a half late. 
Sim Webb said at the banquet— 
and headed for Canton, Miss. Fog 
and rain, but leaning out the win­ 
dow 
and 
jamming the throttle 
Casey gunned her for all she was 
worth. 
Then 50 miles out of Memphis 
—worse luck— Casey got held up 
a half hour by a slow freight. 
When he got “Old 638” rolling 
again Casey was pretty sore and 
he wasn’t thinking about anything 
but getting into Canton on time. 
Past Vaughan, Miss., a couple 
of freights were supposed to pull 
off on a siding for Casey’s speed­ 
ing pullman train, but when Casey 
came 
charging 
along, only l l 
miles from Canton and not hold­ 
ing her back a bit, the second 
freight was just idling through 
the switch. 
“Boy, You’d Better Jump’' 
Now Casey Jones wasn’t the 
guy to lose a couple of minutes on 
account of a thing like that, but 
when he got right on top of the 
freight,, he had to jam on the air 
brakes. 
But too late. 
He “turn­ 
ed to the fireman, said ’Boy, you’d 
better jump, ’cause there’s two lo­

bump.” 
Sim jumped all right and it was

Social security account numbers 
had been issued to 38.237,877 work­ 
ers at the end of March (82,620 In 
the Upper Peninsula), Wheelock P. 
Chamberlain, Marquette manager of 
the social security board, announc­ 
ed yesterday. 
The state increase 
in account numbers during March 
amounted to 15,696, Mr. Chamber­ 
lain said. 
The national total at the end of 
February was 37,781,710, according 
to a social security board report 
received at the Marquette office. 
“For each account number issued 
there is a ledger sheet set up for 
the purpose of recording the wages 
paid to each employee,” Chamber­ 
lain explained. “Wage records sub­ 
mitted by employers showing wages 
paid to each employee are now 
being posted to the individual em­ 
ployee’s account.

Unless 
there is political collapse in Bar­ 
celona or Madrid,

out the government of Spain

Good Roads Advocates 
To Attend Conference 
On Highway Projects 


Good roads boosters 
of 
Delta 
county,* Including members of the 
county road commission, the county 
board of supervisors and the state 
highway department’s offices in Es­ 
canaba, will join with good roads 
advocates from all over the state 
at the first annual banquet of the 
Michigan Good Roads Federation at 
Grand Rapids on Thursday, April 28. 
"An attendance of 1500 is ex­ 
pected, and of these not less than 
300 should be from the Upper Pen­ 
insula,’’ said George E. Bishop of 
the Upper Peninsula Development 
Bureau in referring to the meeting 
yesterday. 
"The occasion comes at a highly 
psychological moment in the road 
affairs of Michigan and the nation,” 
Bishop stated. 
"Michigan’s allot­ 
ment from the $100,000,000 addi­ 
tional fund recommended by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt for the employment 
of WPA labor in highway construc­ 
tion is yet to be determined. The 
continuance of federal highway ap­ 
propriations for state road building 
and improvement depends on the 
passing of the bill now pending in 
congress.” 
To Ask Federal Aid 
"The meeting is being sponsored 
by the federation for the purpose of 
crystallizing Michigan good roads 
sentiment and the uniting of Michi­ 
gan’s highway 
leadership,” 
con­ 
tinued Bishop. "Out of it will come 
no doubt a Michigan-wide request, 
in no uncertain terms, to both state 
and federal governments regarding 
the state’s needs for better high­ 
ways. 
The Upper Peninsula must 
be in the picture, hence the need, 


for united action by the whole dis­ 
trict at this time. 
There isn’t a 
highway project in the area, ap 
proved or coontemplated, that can­ 
not, in all probability, be hastened 
or advanced in its construction, de­ 
pending upon the influence which a 
strong Upper Peninsula delegation 
at this conference may develop.” 
Some outstanding speakers will 
have part in the program. It is an­ 
nounced that Governor Frank Mur­ 
phy, U. S. Senators Arthur H. Van­ 
denberg and Prentiss M. Brown, 
nearly every Michigan congressman 
and the members of the Michigan 
administrative board will be in at­ 
tendance. 
The principal speaker will be 
Representative Wilburn Cartwright 
of Oklahoma, Democratic congress­ 
man from that state for 12 years, 
chairman of the roads com- 
now 
mittee in the house of representa­ 
tives. 
Reservations have been made by 
nearly 1500 good roads advocates 
affiliated with organizations repre­ 
sented by the federation. 
The banquet will be one of the 
largest ever scheduled for Grand 
Rapids, according to Carl T. Bowen 
of Grand Haven, federation pres! 
dent. 
Previous to the banquet on April 
28 there will be two afternoon 
meetings for special groups. 
One 
will be the annual meeting and 
election of officers of the Michigan 
Road Builders’ association, made 
up of contractors. 
The other will 
be a session of the Michigan As­ 
sociation of Road Commissioners 
and Engineers.
